950  or  so  students  around  the  campus 
of  Washington  College  have  found  about  950  dif- 
ferent ways  to  put  a  lot  into  their  college  life. 
Whether  they  visit  an  empty  classroom  or  the  li- 
brary to  catch  up  on  work  or  they  just  hang  out  with 
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good  friends  on  the  grassy  lawn  of  the  campus, 
students  certainly  give  life  here  a  whole  new  mean- 
itig.

The  Installation  Ceremony  took  place  on  the 
campus  lawn  and  was  attended  by  students,  facul- 
ty, alumni,  and  friends  of  the  college.  Also  in  atten- 
dance were  representatives  of  over  100  Colleges 
and  Universities;  William  Schaefer,  Governor  of 
Maryland;  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
and  Governors. 

In  his  Inaugural  Address,  Washington  College's 
new  president  commented  upon  the  role  of  the 
small  Liberal  Arts  College  in  contemporary  society. 
Dr.  Trout  explained  the  importance  of  exploring 
non-traditional  academic  areas,  yet  cautioned  lis- 
teners that  a  college  must  avoid  trends  of  the  mo- 
ment. In  conclusion.  Dr.  Trout  stressed  his  point 
that  a  Liberal  Arts  college  is  part  of  society,  not  an 
isolated  world,  and  that  the  College  must  use  the 
world  as  a  laboratory. 

The  Inaugural  Ceremony  was  followed  by  a  lun- 
cheon in  the  shadow  of  the  nearly  completed  Ca- 
sey Academic  Resources  Center;  following  the  lun- 
cheon visitors  were  able  to  inspect  the  progress  of 
the  construction  on  the  Center.  Several  eminent 
historians  were  the  guests  of  President  Trout  for  a 
History  Symposium  which  highlighted  the  after- 
noon's events.  The  day  concluded  with  a  perfor- 
mance by  the  Manhattan  String  Quartet  in  Tawes 
Theatre,  followed  by  a  Reggae  Dance  on  the  Li- 
brary Terrace.

"Voices"  was  written 
by  Senior  Drama  major  Jeanette  Smith  and  directed  by  Senior 
Drama  major  Felicia  Shakman.  Clay  Eichelberger  fulfilled  his 
Senior  Obligation  by  directing  "Rosencrantz  and  Guilden- 
stern Are  Dead,"  a  comedy  by  Tom  Stoppard  based  on  Shak- 
espeare's "Hamlet."  Senior  Drama  major  Jaque  Collins  di- 
rected the  Jean-Paul  Sartre  play,  "Men  Without  Shadows"  to 
fulfill  her  obligation.  The  play,  although  deeply  philosophical, 
really  impressed  most  of  those  who  saw  it.  The  final  play, 
"Shrew,"  was  the  only  faculty  production  of  the  semester. 
Professor  Dale  Daigle  directed  the  combination  of  Shakes- 
peare's "Taming  of  the  Shrew"  and  Karen  Finlay's  "A  Con- 
stant State  of  Desire,"  a  modern  feminist  perspective  of  female 
submission  throughout  history. 
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The  Real  World 


During  the  endless  stream  of  parties,  papers,  and  exams 
that  dominate  a  student's  life,  it  is  easy  to  lose  sight  of 
the  world  around  us.  The  1990-91  school  year  was  one 
filled  with  events  that  could  have  a  serious  impact  on  the  students 
of  Washington  College.  In  August,  Iraqi  leader  Saddam  Hussein 
launched  an  invasion  against  his  tiny  neighbor  Kuwait.  As  a 
response  to  this  aggression.  President  George  Bush  dispatched 
nearly  one  quarter  of  a  million  US  troops  to  Saudi  Arabia.  By 
early  December,  war  in  the  desert  was  becoming  a  distinct  pos- 
siblity. 

Regardless  of  what  happens  in  the  Middle  East,  most  major 
stories  of  1 990  were  peaceful.  Just  one  short  year  after  the  col- 
lapse of  the  Berlin  Wall,  East  Germany  was  finally  able  to  end 
40  years  of  forced  separation  from  her  western  neighbors.  Just 
as  important  to  many  other  Germans  was  the  success  enjoyed 
by  their  World  Cup  soccer  team,  which  captured  the  champi- 
onship of  the  world's  most  popular  sport. 

The  persistance  of  many  human  rights  organizations  was  re- 
warded with  the  long  awaited  release  of  ANC  President  Nelson 
Mandela  after  27  years  of  captivity  inside  South  Africa.  Envi- 
ronmental groups  were  pleased  with  the  success  of  Earth  Day 

1990  which  focused  global  attention  on  the  environment.  Both 
of  these  events  increased  our  social  awarness,  a  trend  that  hope- 
fully will  continue  well  into  the  new  decade. 

Two  of  the  major  issues  that  dominated  discussions  within  our 
country  were  the  census  and  the  continuing  debate  over  flag 
burning.  In  an  effort  to  get  a  complete  and  accurate  count  of 
our  nations'  population,  census  workers  attempted  to  count  the 
homeless.  Since  the  census  results  are  used  to  distribute  federal 
monies,  it  is  important  to  try  and  get  a  complete  count  of  all  the 
people.  Another  issue  attracting  interest  was  the  debate  on 
whether  or  not  flag  burnmg  was  a  constitutionally  protected  ex- 
ercise of  free  speech. 

All  of  these  events  have  changed  the  world.  As  the  class  of 

1991  enters  the  "real  world,"  these  changes  will  undoubtedly 
have  an  impact  of  all  of  their  endeavors.

At  3:00  AM  Iraqi  time  on  Thursday,  January  1 7, 
the  allied  forces  of  the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  France,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  Kuwait  launched 
an  air  attack  on  the  Iraqi  military.  In  retaliation,  Iraqi  troops  launced  missiles  at  Israel.  To  date, 
9'/2  hours  into  the  operation,  there  has  been  about  7000  air  missions  and  very  little  ground 
movement.

In  only  its  seventh  season,  Washington  College's  field 
hockey  program  reached  new  heights  in  1990,  be- 
coming the  first  Shorewomen  squad  to  receive  an 
MAC  playoff  berth.  With  pivotal  regular  season  victories 
over  Johns  Hopkins  and  FDU-Madison,  Washington  fin- 
ished with  a  national  rank  of  14th,  the  first  time  the 
program  has  received  such  national  recognition.  A  sea- 
son-ending regional  rank  of  second  initially  gave  the 
Shorewomen  hope  of  gaining  an  NCAA  berth,  but  Hop- 
kins' advance  to  the  MAC  title  game  paved  the  way  for 
the  Blue  Jays  to  be  selected. 

Washington  garnered  a  3- 1  - 1  MAC  Southeast  Section 
record  and  finished  second  behind  Haverford.  Their  2- 
1  win  at  home  against  16th  ranked  Hopkins  was  the 
program's  first-ever  over  the  Jays.  The  Shorewomen  also 
scored  triumphs  over  arch  rivals  Western  Maryland  and 
Catholic. 

Overall,  Washington  was  led  in  scoring  by  sophomore 
Marie  Mohler,  with  six  goals  and  four  assists.  Freshman 
Caroline  Jensen  tallied  six  goals  and  one  assist  while 
Freshman  Renee  Guckert  added  five  goals  and  two  as- 
sists. An  awesome  defense  consisting  of  seniors  Donna 
White,  Erin  O'Neal,  Amy  Tiehel,  and  junior  Jenifer 
Blenckstone  added  to  the  1990  success.  In  addition, 
sophomore  Brigid  DeVries  posted  six  shutouts  and  1 02 
saves  as  goalie.

Washington  College's  1 990  soccer  squad 
played  more  than  its  share  of  minutes 
during  the  school's  44th  campaign, 
landing  in  six  overtime  bouts,  but  .a  lack  of  offen- 
sive firepower  dealt  the  Shoremen  a  3- 1 4-2  overall 
mark.  Despite  possessing  perhaps  the  MAC's  best 
all-around  talent  in  senior  midfielder  Mike  Bishop, 
a  series  of  early  season  injuries  and  one-goal  set- 
backs prevented  the  Shoremen  from  developing 
momentum.  A  0-5  loss  against  nationally  ranked 
Virginia  Wesleyan  began  a  string  of  six  consec- 
utive shutout  defeats  from  which  Washington  nev- 
er recovered.
